Eighteen persons, mostly 
children, were left. homeless as 
fire ‘swept through three houses 
in the 1200 block of Logan 
Strect ip North Venice Tuesday. 
There were no injuries. 


Homes destroyed by fire were 
those of Armond Anderson, 1207 
Logan; Mrs, Jean Barney and 
ver three children, 1207a Lo- 
gan; Jack McKellan, 1209 Lo- 
gan, and Mr. and Mrs. Jessie 
Watts, their five children and 
five grandchildren at 1211 
Logan. 

‘The fire apparently started in 
the top floor at 1207 Logan St., 
Mrs. Barney’s home. The cause 
is unknown. The two-story 
frame house burned quickly 
and spread to Anderson's 
one-story frame house, fire- 
fighters said. 

Flames engulfed both homes 
and firemen were unable to 
keep the fire from spreading to 
Watts’ home. 

Both residences at 1207 
1209 Logan burned to 
ground. Only the shell of

standing.

Irvin said that although the 
Madison County Housing Autho- 
rity had several vacancies in 
their units, the fire victims 
could not get temporary hous- 
ing there due to existing HUD 
and ADC guide lines.

Variety of Problems 


Hindering Unite

“Victory has a thousand au- 
thors; defeat has gnly one.” 


Generosity, concern, financial 
ability, awareness and leader- 
ship are considered to be vitah 
ingredients of a successful 
United Fund drive. 


All of the ingredients are 
present in the Quad-Cities, and 
yet the current UF campaign 
seems doomed to failure de- 
spite an intensive) one-day 
wrap-up solicitation set for next 
Tuesday, 

Partly due to the lack of an 
executive director for the 19- 
agency charita le nd service 
program, mos' of the 12 
months-a-year ¢ontacts consid- 
ered essential to United Fund 
cess have not been made 
Individuals, organizations and 
firms in many. instances this 
fall slashed previous contribu- 
tions by large percentages and 
dollar amounts — without ade- 
quate understanding of how ad 
versely their isolated actions 
affected the joint community 
undertaking. 

Some whole categories of 
businesses averaged $5 or 
$10 yearly pledges to the 
Tri-Cities Area UF this fall 
without apparent _recogni- 
tion that such a gift — di- 
vided by 19 agencies — 
amounts to only a_half- 
penny or penny a week per 
agency. 

‘Although 


su 


some _ profes- 
sional people are major 
contributors, many other 
professionals make pledges 


which are dwarfed by those 

of welders and laborers. 

The public has shown excep- 
tional support of education and 
other tax-based programs but 
school personnel in particular 
and public employes in general 
are among the weakest links in 
the UF chain 

And even if all the disap- 
pointments were balanced out 
by happier developments — if 
every giver who cut his pledge 
was balanced by another per 
son who boosted his donation — 
100% of the $413,661 goal still 
would not be achieved. Why? 

Drive success would still 
elude this community be- 
cause the full challenge has 
not been spelled out in each 
division and committee. 

The 12 categories of the 
Commercial Division, for 
example, do not know what 
they would have to raise in 
order for their individual 
goal to be attained. 

No one, at least in recent 
years, has built a paper chart 
which ’ pyramids financial re- 
quests and expectations from 
each segment, building up to- 
ward likely divisional and ag- 
gregate accomplishments. 

Instead, agency requests 
received and verified as to val 
idity; the figures are pared to 
a level which someone esti- 
mates may be obtainable; and 
then the grand total needed is 
divided up among the various 
divisions. This is done without 
a specific decision that a parti- 
cular division total is feasible 
or an explanation of in what 
way it would be feasible. 

This is not to say that 

there is actual inability to 


are 


d Fund 


finance the division goals 

within most categories. It 

is believed that sufficient 
wealth and earning power 
exist. 

What it does mean is that 
the giving level necessary 
has not been explained to 
the public in a way that 
competitive zeal and_will- 
to-succeed develops between 
divisions. 

Suggested levels of fair- 
share giving remain some- 
what general, applying to 
the aspirations for the en- 
tire drive. 

There is no ‘‘penalty’’ of any 
kind for not giving and only 
limited recognition of outstand- 
ing support. “Teams” do not vie 
in the promptness or effective 
ness of their campaigning. 

Many substantial givers have 
not been asked directly to 
give @ specific amount this 
fall. It is true that they could 
contact the United Fund on their 
own initiative, but this is not 
the usual definition of a 
“drive.” 

The drive was intended for 
the month of October and is 
now overlapping: _pre-holiday 
welfare solicitation. 

Community and regional 
trends have had a major ad- 
verse impact this year, 
along with “pirating” of Illi- 
nois funds by the massive 
St. Louis UF apparatus, 
again happily celebrating 
an over-the-top drive.

Construction of a $4 million 
condominium complex that will 
provide 272 | apartment units 
will get under way immediate- 
ly, possibly within a week or 
ten days, it was reported today 
following City Council action 
Monday night clearing the way 
for the project 

The council, by an 11 to 2 
vote, adopted an ordinance au- 
tharizing Ralph Harris, 2 Brad- 
ley Lane, a local contractor, to 
construct an extension of Vil- 
lage Lané to connect the pres- 
ent two segments of the road- 
way. The apartment complex 
will front on Village Lane south 
of Pontoon Road. 

Harris said he expects to be- 
gin work on the Village Lane 
roadway within the next few 
days. He said an access road 
then will be built to. the con- 


struction arca so that actual 
groundbreaking on: the complex 
itself may be started 

The construction work will 
require the draining and filling 
of a small lake in the site be- 
tween Buenger Boulevard and 
Pontoon Road. 

Harris said the complex wil 
be built on 19 acres of the 70- 
acre tract, leaving sufficient 
area for construction of a hold- 
ing pond to handle drainage 
water until it can be carried 
off in area stormwater lines. 

The condominium complex of 
34 buildings will adjoin the 
present Granite City Village 
Apartments which Harris said 
he purchased recently at a 
price of $1.5 million. 

Harris said he intends to link 
the Village Apartment units 
with the new complex to form 

, 


a $5.5 million multi-family vill 
age 

The ordinance approved by 
the City Council Monday night 
authorized Harris to construct 
the connecting link of Village 
Lane to provide a through road 
extending from Pontoon Road 
to Stratford Lane. 

The measure also authorized 
the issuance of building permits 
for the construction work. The 
area already is zoned for multi- 
ple family dwellings so that no 
rezoning procedures will be 
necessary. 

Two council members opposed 
adoption of the ordinance clear- 
ing the way for construction of 
the complex. They were Alder- 
men Walter Nonn and Gerald 
Parmley who claimed that facil- 
ities for drainage of the area 
are inadequate.

Fighty-three projects valued 
at $30 million for construction 
and related work on Gov. Rich- 
ard B. Ogilvie’s 1972 road pro- 
gram have been listed for bids 
to be received Dec. 12 by the 
Illinois Department of Trans 
portation 

None directly relate to the 
Quad-Cities, 

Transportation Secretary Wil- 
liam F. Cellini said the letting 
will be the eighth and last on 
the 1972 road program. 

He said the projects include 
both Interstate and non-inter- 
state work as well as mainten- 
ance items 

Cellini said the depart- 
ment has scheduled eight 
lettings to be held during 
1973, with the first bids to 
be received on Feb, 8. 

Other dates‘ for next 
year’s letting schedule are: 
March 11, May 1, June 8, 
July 31, Sept. 14, Oct, 30 
and Dec. 11.

A feport by a presidential 
advisory panel says chances 
are we're doing it wrong—to 
the tune of millions of dollars 
a year wasted in tire wear and 
tear due to improper inflation. 

Ungerseeret 9 of Commerce 
James T. Lyn! commenting 
on a report on automobile tire 
infaltion by the National Busi- 
ness [Council for Consumer Af- 
fairs} said surveys show that 
a striking number of automo- 
bile tires are improperly in- 
flate—d “thus decreasing the 
tread milage and increasing the 
risk lof tire failures.” 

Help on Way 

But, Lynn said, help is on 
the jway if everyone will follow 
recommendations contained in 
the INBCCA report — “Tire In- 
flation and the Consumer.” 

The advisory panel is made 
up [cf 100 business executives 
whd put their heads together 
to come up with these recom- 
mendations on pumping up

1. Corporations involved in 
the sale, servicing and use of 
passenger car tires should 
step up efforts to inform con- 
sumers on the importance of 
proper tire inflation. 

2. The government should in- 
itiate and coordinate a contin- 
uing program to assure accu- 
rate readings on fixed air 
pressure measurement devices 
used in service stations and 
other business locations to in- 
flate car tires 

“Over and underinflation of 
tires,” Lynn said, “directly 
results in higher probabilities 
of tire sidewall failures and 
other failures which lower the 
average life of tires—sharply 
reducing mileage 

“This can cost. consumers 
millions of dollars a year in 
unneccessary purchases of re- 
placement tires.” 


Americans will spend an es- 
timated $4.9 billion this year 
alone to buy some :148 million 
new replacement tires 

A 59% loss in tread wear 
amounts to a $250 million loss 
to the nation’s consumers, 
Lynn said.

The tire industry has put on 
its best public relations face and 
agreed to go along with a pro- 
gram to improve thé situation 
— even though it means loss 
of sales revenue. 

Mrs. Ruth Handler, president 
of Mattel, Inc. and chairman 
of the NBCCA subcouncil which 
prepared the report, said the 
average consumer knows little 
about tire inflation. 

Mrs. Handler said she was 
encouraged by pledges from 
the affected industries — tire, 
automotive, petroleum—to join 
with the council in undertaking 
a massive response on behalf 
of consumers. 

“We must bring to the con- 
sumers’ attention the impor- 
tance of maintaining correct 
tire inflation pressures and help 
provide the tools to do that,” 
Mrs. Handler said 

She said the situation would 
improve markedly if consum- 
ers obtained and used inexpen- 
sive hand pressure gauges on 
a regular basis. 

Mrs. Handler noted that a 
National Bureau of Standards 
study showed that service sta- 
tion fixed air “towers” and 
other similar devices are often 
improperly calibrated 

Results of Study 

The subcouncil report re- 
ferred to recent studies which 
showed: 

1. One out of every four cars 
has at least one seriously un- 
derinflated tire (four pounds 
per square inch or more below 
the recommended pressure). 

2, Private study showed that 
30%, of all vehicles checked 
had tires that were underin- 
flated or overinflated by two 
pounds or: more per square 
inch 

3. Another survey by a pri- 
vate corporation reported that 
28.4% of 1,904 cars on lots 
throughout the country had one 
or more tires at four pounds 
per square inch or more under 
the recommended pressures. 

4. Another survey found 
11.5% of cars checked to be 
below 24, pounds per square 
inch, which is the minimum 
pressure | recommended for 
tires in car owner manuals.

The distribution included $34,- 
499 for Madison County, and 
the following allotments in the 
Quad-City area:

Pontoon Beach, $1,130. 

The income tax law requires 
distribution to these units « of 
local government based on one 
twelfth the next proceeds of the 
income tax monies received 
each month, The distribution is 
made on a per capita basis to 
municipalities: 

Counties receive distribution 
on the basis of the county popu- 
lation in unincorporated terri 
tories, The Department of Local 
Government Affairs handles dis- 
tribution of the funds. 

“Thus far, in the fiscal year 
which began July 1, 1972, $25,- 
426,550.34 has been distributed 
to local governments. The total 
paid during the previous fiscal 
year (1972) was $84,345,277," 
Ogilvie said. He continued: 

“The particular importance of 
this distribution is that it is dis 
pensed to the municipalities and 
counties with no strings attach 
ed. Local officials are free to 
use it for the local needs they 
consider most pressing.

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Little Hope of Nav>-oti 
Funds for Drainage Plan 


Petitions containing the sig- 
natures of over 120 families 
were presented Monday night 
to the Nameoki Town Board of 
Auditors, requesting that Nam- 
eoki Township aid in financing 
an emergency drainage pro- 
gram in the Dobrey Slough 
area, 

Willingness to support the 
residents’ efforts to secure ade- 
quate s drainage and alleviate 
flooding problems was expresed 
by Town Clerk Douglas Teetor, 
who presided at the board 
meeting. He explained, how- 
ever, that statutes prevent 
funds being expended in proj- 
ects of this type. 

Teetor offered little hope 
that township money could be 
used, but noted that William 
W. Schooley, township attorney, 
has been directed to research 
the matter further and report 
any additional findings to the 
board 

Mrs. Helen Hawkins, leader 
of a group of residents in the 
Dobrey Slough area, offered the 
petitions which formally re- 
quested . . . “a pledge portion 
from the township in view of 
recent planning of a channel to 
carry storm run-off into Horse- 
shoe Lake designed by the state 
together with a state appropri- 
ation of $150,000.” 

Other Funds Pledged 

The petitions stated the East 
Side Levee and Sanitary Dis- 
trict has pledged $40,000 to the 
project and a commitment of 
$20,000 has been made by 
Granite City 

Mrs. Hawkins told the board, 
“We realize right now you can- 
not contribute the money we 
are asking and we believe in 
you. But, this had to come out 
that you can’t legally put any- 
thing into the program. 

‘It has been brought up so 
many times why the township 
can't pay its share and that is 
why we have brought it to you 
in a petition,” she explained 

Auditor Carl Macios com- 
mented, “We have paid taxes 
into the levee district all these 
years and we don’t get th 
benefit of it when we need it. 

Similar views were expressed 

y the other auditors, including 
Eugene Gargac, who said, “Our 
taxes go into the East Side 
Levee District board and I 
honestly can’t see what we get 
back for them.” 

Teetor offered the comment 
that the amount of taxes paid 
by Nameoki Township taxpay- 
ers to the levee district almost 
equals tax money paid to sup- 
port the general town fund and 
the road and bridge fund. 

The town clerk continued, “I 
hope residents in the area don’t 
think we haven't been willing to 
help, but we are limited on 
spending the money.” 

Mrs, Hawkins suggested that 
township officials and residents 
write to Cong. Melvin Price 
(D-East St. Louis) seeking his 
support in the proposed division 
of the present jurisdiction of 
the levee district into separate 
Madison and St. Clair county 
units.

program to drain the slough in 
periods of heavy rains.

“Water is coming in now,” 
Mrs. Hawkins continued, ‘“‘and 
in view of imminent flooding 
we can’t wait for two years un- 
til the $4.5 million master pro- 
gram can be developed,” she 
said. 

Mrs. Hawkins said that Guil 
lou had informed her that pro- 
posed new construction in the 
area has been considered and 
provisions will be included in 
the drainage plan. 

Highway Commissioner Al- 
bert Bell said pumping opera- 
tions by the levee district in the 
slough area still continue. He 
reported that vandals had ‘shot 
holes in the pipe and sections 
were broken in places where 
autos have been driven into the 
ditch, He cited the incidents as 
deliberate, in his estimation, 
and said he believes the van- 
dalism does not stem from 
youths. 

Some sections of the drainage 
pipe are leaking into previous- 
ly dry areas, Bell noted, adding 
some people in the vicinity are 
unhappy with having the pipe 
positioned nearby.

Threat to Space Flight

Space travel is a risky busi- 
ness for man and the craft he 
sends whirling around the 
earth or soaring off toward the 
moon or distant planets. 

Early in the U. S. space pro- 
gram scientists feared. radio- 
activity and the asteroids that 
speed around above the world’s 
atmosphere were a threat to 
the safety of either manned or 
unmanned craft that ventured 
into that mysterious black void. 

Now at last, with the record- 
smashing flight of Jupiter- 
bound Pioneer 10, these fears 
have been put to rest. 

First, after discovery of the 
Van Allen radiation belts cir- 
cling the earth, space scientists 
warned that vehicles passing 
through them might be dam- 
aged or disabled, their propul- 
sion systems put out of commis- 
sion. There was concern for the 
Apollo astronauts as they pre 
pared in the mid-1960s to launch 
the great adventure to the 
moon. 

Radiation in Space 

But, it developed, radiation in 
space created no special prob- 
lems for spacecraft or the men 
who fly them. 

Now, Pioneer 10 has shown 
there ‘is little likelihood that 
spacecraft or astronauts will be 
projectile-like asteroid particles 
that zip through space after 
breaking loose from planets. 

The 570-pound Pioneer 10, 
now well beyond the midpoint 
of the Asteroid Belt, has run 
afoul of no serious hazards 
from asteroids. Scientists at the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration’s Ames — Re- 

earch Center, Mountain View, 
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Calif., are convinced now that 
these cosmic particles, travel- 
ing at speeds up to 34,000 miles 
an hour, are not likely to pene- 
trate spacecraft. 

Pioneer 10 is less 
million milgs from the sun and 
nearly halfway on its’ trip to 
Jupiter, largest of the ‘planets. 
It is the first to fly beyond the 
orbit of Mars, the first to pene- 
trate the doughnut shaped As- 
teroid Belt, the first designed to 
make close observation of outer 
planets and the first destined 
ultimately to escape the solar 
system into interstellar space 

Fly By Jupiter 

Launched last March 2, Pio- 
neer 10 entered the Asteroid 
Belt region in mid-July and is 
expected to emerge in Febru- 
ary. It is scheduled to fly by 
Jupiter in December, 1973 

The Asteroid Belt occupies 
a region circling the sun be 
tween the orbits of Mars and 
Jupiter. Its about 175 mill 
miles across and 50 million 
miles thick. The projectiles in 
the belt are believed to range 
in size from dust particles to 
rock chunks as big as the state 
of Montana, orbiting the sun 
at speeds of about 45,000 m.p.h. 

But space is so infinite that 
the chancesof a spacecraft col- 
lision with one of these are one 
in many billions. 

Pioneer 10 is equipped to ob- 
serve and measure objects 
from tiny dust particles to 
house-size projectiles. Its tele- 
scopic lenses can pick up ob- 
jects as small as a :ping-pong 
ball as far away as six-tenths 
of a mile.

However he 
adds, the observed rate of as- 
teroid population and penetra 
tions so far indicates no, serious 
danger to spacecraft moving 
through the Belt. 

Pioneer 10 is the most ambi- 
ticus and significant of U. S 
unmanned space probes to the 
planets, for the volumes of 
data it sends back to earth will 
help scientists and _ engineers 
determine when and if it will be 
feasible to send astronauts to 
the planets beyond the moon

Under this revised pro- 
gram, schools ideally will 
cover such areas as the in- 
dividual consumer in the 
marketplace, money man- 
agement, consumer credit, 
buying goods and services, 
insurance, savings and in- 
vestments, taxes and the 
consumer in society.

Amnesty comes from the 
Greek word amnestia, 
meaning forgetfulness, ob- 
livion, an erasing fro 
memory. It has been grant- 
ed in the past to heal soci- 
ety’s wounds , after civil 
strife. 

The first known instance’ of 
its use was in 403 B.C. by the 
Athenian general named 
Thrasybulus who granted am- 
nesty to all citizens except the 
deposed tyrants after over 
throwing a ruling oligarchy. 

Germanic _ tribes and. the 
kings of England grante’ - 
nesty, too, but not the United 


States when the issue first 


arose during the 1776 War of- 


Independence. 

‘An estimated one-third of the 
colonial population at that time 
supported Britain and they 
were dealt with harshly. 

They lost their jobs, and their 
property was attacked or con- 
fiscated. 

They were reviled and some- 
times physically abused.

Not until 1898—33 years after 
the Cvil War ended—was a uni- 
versal amnesty bill passed. 

In World War I, the small 
number of draft evaders ‘and 
war resisters who fought 
against military service were 
dealt with harshly, 

Some were forcibly inducted 

If they then still refused to 
serve, they were court-mar- 
tialed and sentenced to long 
terms in military prison. 

Some were convicted under 
the espionage and sedition ac 
of 1917 and 1918, receiving 
maximum penalties of up to 20 
years imprisonment. 

Of 2.8 million men inducted 
in World War I, about 4,000 
were conscientious objectors. 

Tf they refused noncombat 
military service, they were con- 
fined to Army camps and court- 
martialed for any minor infrac- 
tion of discipline.

Pocketbook Crisis—Cheap Energy May Be on Way Out

‘The outline of the “energy 
crisis” looming in the United 
States is growing sharper. 

We now are seeing that the 
problem goes beyond develo- 
ping adequate sources of oil, 
gas and electrical energy to 

sep pace with the growing de- 
mands of our highly mobile in- 
dustrial society. 

The further question is how 
we are going to pay the bill to 
keep it going 

We have built a life-style in 
modern America on the as- 
sumption that there .will be an 
abundance of cheap energy. 

It is as much the price of 
gasoline as the price of au- 
tomobiles that has made 
common for a single family 
to own and operate two cars 
or even more. 

When considering the pur- 
chase of a new electrical 
appliance for our home, we 
are more likely to consider 
its price tag than the im- 
pact it might have on our 
electric bill. 

The ability of American  in- 
dustry to produce an enormous 
variety of goods within reach 
of family budgets is also based 
on plentiful supplies of relative 
ly cheap fuel. 


Thus the warnings of higher 
fuel costs stemming from the 
“energy crisis’ are pertinent 
both to our, personal budgets 
and to the national economy. 

Over one-fourth of the oil 
needed to kepp our economy 
functioning is how coming from 
abroad. 

The oil impprt bill passed $4 
billion a year} and has no way 
to go but up,| promising to ag- 
gravate our [international bal- 
ance of payments problem.

In World War Il, 15,000 
men were convicted of draft 
evasion. 

President Harry Truman ap- 
pointed a committee, headed by 
Supreme Court Justice Owen 
Roberts to determine what 
should be done with them. 

The committee advised 
against a general amnesty, rec- 
ommending’ instead that a 
board be appointed to review 
each case separately. 

Only 1,523 were granted pres- 
idential pardons. 

This brings the history of the 
problem to the present tangled 
situation. 

In the Vietnam conflict, the 
United States was presented 
with an antiwar movement of 
such unprecedented size that 
draft evasion and desertion be- 
came a standard of accepted 
behavior in some segments of 
society. 

There are still more than 
100,000 deserters and draft 
evaders —some of them fugi- 
tives in this country and some 
exiles in Canada, Sweden and 
other foreign nations. 

Their fate is expected to be- 
come a burning national issue 
soon. 

The amnesty that eventually 
may be applied in either case 
can take many forms. 

It could be universal; that is, 
granted to all who failed to 
comply with the Selective Serv- 
ice Act. 

It could be general, applied 
to a large group with specified 
exceptions. 

It could be conditional — the 
most likely form — meaning 
there are certain requirements 
for eligibility. 

Or, it could even be blanket, 
meaning amnesty with no ques- 
tions asked —the least likely 
form.

McGoyern was very early 
seen as, the representative 
of the dlitist upper class in 
America, members of the 
academic community, the 
media and what Kahn terms 
leaders/of a cultural refor- 
mation | movement.

This {eruption was clearly 
evidenced in the electoral pro- 
cess when McGovern could not 
seem tp convince a_ sizeable 
segment of middle-class Ameri- 
cans that he was speaking for 
their interests. : 

The reason for this failure 
was that McGovern supported 
those qlitist upper-class values 
and issues which deeply anger- 
ed and alarmed average mid- 
dle-clags Americans: 

Abortion, amnesty 
dodger Women's 
and sdhool busing. 

President Nixon, by con- 
trast, built a steady and 
solid lead over McGovern 
very| early in the polls by 
emphasizing those beliefs 
and values which were 
cleatly held by middleclass 
Americans. 

Thus, his crushing defeat 
of NicGovern cannot be ex- 
plained in political terms. 
‘The 1972 election results must 

be viewed as a revolt of the 
middie class against the upper- 
class] eis who helped make 
a shambles of the 1968 Chicago 
Democratic convention and, be- 
tween 1968 and 1972, took the

Ways to tap these resour- 
ces without harming the en- 
vironment can probably be 
found — but with the pen- 
alty of higher costs.

That means debt — one that 
will eventually have to be paid 
in our utility bills, at filling sta- 
tions and in the price of goods.

McGovern also did this indi- 
rectly during his bid for the 
White House, while President 
Nixon very effectively empha- 
sized those issues and values 
which the middle class ‘felt 
were being eroded or threat- 
ened.

- Nathaniel Pope Described As This 
State’s Forgotten Founding Father 


On Sunday, Dec, 3, the state 
of Illinois will be 154 years old 
and Gov. ‘Richard .B. Ogilvie 
has proclaimed Nov, 26-Dec, 3 
as Illinois History Week. 

When Statehood Day is ob- 
served this year, State His- 
torian William K, Alderfer 
thinks a special tribute should 
be paid to Nathaniel Pope, a 
now - almost - forgotten founding 
father. 

Pope was the Illinois Terri- 
tory’s delegate to Congress 
and, the state historian says, 
he did more to influence the 
future history of his state than 
any other man of his time or 
possibly any other time. 

This he did by .writing the 
generous statehood Enabling 
Act and then seeing that it was 
passed by Congress with some- 
thing like record speed. (It 
then took about two weeks for 
a letter from Illinois to reach 
Washington.) 

Pope was appointed territo- 
rial secretary in 1809 and 
established territorial govern- 
ment prior to the arrival of 
Ninian Edwards, who had been 
named governor. 

He was later elected to the 
non-voting Congressional post 
ind took his seat on Dec. 2, 
1816, Pope spent his first year 
in. Washington learning the 
ways of Congress, and when 
the time came he. proved that 
he had learned them well. 

The government of the Il- 
linois Territory was admin- 
istered under the Ordinance 
of 1787, which also con- 
tained provisions for terri- 
tories to become states. 

‘One of the provisions was 
that when a state was 
formed from the Illinois 
Territory, its northern bor- 
der should be a line extend- 
ing from the southern tip of 
Lake Michigan to the Mis- 
sissippi River. Pope’s great- 
est contribtuion to the future 
state was to have this bor- 
der moved north for a dis- 
tance of 60 miles. 

He accomplished this in two 
teps. 

His original bill, which he in- 
troduced on Jan, 23, 1818, 
moved the line ten miles to the 
north. 

The other four members of 
his committee had no objec- 
tions because. Indiana had al- 
ready been granted a similar 
extension in her statehood act 

Then, when the bill came up 
on the floor of the House, Pope 
submitted an amendment that 
extended the border 50 mil 
farther — to 42 degrees, 30 
minutes north latitude and 
igain he was successful 

His reasoning was that he 
wanted the state to include the 
sort of Chicago and the end of 
of a waterway connecting the 
Great Lakes with Mississip- 
pi River, which was even then 
being considered 

He also was locking far- 
ther ahead to the possibility 
of a split between the 
states, which did come 42 
years later with the Civil 
War. 

Pope argued that an out- 
let on the lake would ally 
Illinois with the other lakes 
states and the Northeast, 
rather than with the South- 
ern states with which it 
was connected. by the Ohio 
and Mississippi Rivers. 
These border extensions added 
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8,000 square miles to the size 
of Illinois, and the area now 
contains 14 counties and parts 
of four others: E 

It has more than 65% of the 
state's present population and 
possibly more: than 75% of its 
wealth. 

Pope’s second important coup 
was in having the 60,000 popu 
lation requirement of the Ordi- 
nance of 1787 lowered to 40,000. 
This made statehood ‘possible 
three or four years sooner than 
it otherwise would have been; 
the official 1820 census figure 
was 55,211. 

The territorial legislature had 
begun a census on April 1, 1818, 
but by June the count was only 
34,620. 

The enumeration was contin- 
ued and ,when the statehood 
resolution’ came before Con- 
gress, the count was 40,258. 

Although there were charges 
of frauds — such as listing 
families several times as; they 
moved across the state to settle 
farther west, and including set- 
ilements outside of the state — 

ire was never serious! 


Pope’s third contribution 
to the new state involved 
education. 

The precedent had been 
established of allowing new 
states 5% of the proceeds 
from the sale of federal 
lands for road building. 
Pope changed this to allot 
3% to education and 2% to 


“roads leading to the state.” 

One-sixth of this education 
fund was to be used for a “‘col- 
leg or university.” 

‘One section from each federal 
township was to be set aside 
for education and one entire 
township was. to be earmarked 
‘for the use of a seminary of 
learning. 

‘As to the roads, Pope thought 
that Illinois would have to do 
very little work to have the 
‘finest roads in the world,” and 
the new state wanted immigra- 
tion made as convenient as pos- 
sible. & 

On Dec, 3, 1818, wheit’ state- 
hood was established, Pope sur- 
rendered his Congressional seat 
to Illinois’ first voting congress- 
man, John McLean. 

Pope was appointed to a fed- 
eral judgeship on March 26, 
1819, and filled that position 
with honor until his death on 
Jan, 23, 1850, at the age of 66, 
although he did run_ several 
times unsuccessfully for elec- 
tive office. 

State Historian Alderfer points 
out that, while Nathaniel Pope 
is almost forgotten today, he 
was highly respected in his 
time. 

Pope County, on the Ohio 
River, was named for him 
when it was formed in 1816 as 
one of the first ten counties in 
the state. In 1970, however, it 
had the smallest population 
figure of the state’s 102. coun- 
ties — 3,857 ? 


2 Tragedies and 4 Notable 
Lincoln Dates Are Recalled 


Two of the m 
in Illinois history took plac 
during November, but the elev- 
enth month was particularly 
noteworthy in the career of 
Abraham Lincoln, it is being 
pointed out this week, which is 
Illinois History Week. 


st tragic events 


The two major tragedies were 
the assassination of Elijah 
Lovejoy by a mob at Alton on 
Nov 1837, and the Cherry 
Mine disaster of Nov. 13, 1909. 


Lovejoy, Presbyterian minis- 
ter, abolitionist and martyr to 
freedom of the press, came to 
Alton in 1836 because he thought 
opposition to his anti-slavery 
writings would be less in the 
free state of Illinois than it 
had been in St. Louis 

He soon found that he was 
wrong and, after three of his 
printing presses had been bro- 
ken and thrown into the Mi 
sippi, he had imported a fourth 


It had been stored in a river- 
front warehouse and he and 
about twenty of his abolitionist 
friends, including some of the 
town’s most prominent citizens 
were guarding it against the 
raid that was expected 


The mob came and put 
up a ladder on the window- 
le! de of the stone build- 
ing an attempt to set 
fire to the wooden roof. 
Lovejoy was shot when he 
and several others rushed 
out to pull the ladder down. 


He was buried on Nov. 11, 
his thirty-fifth birthday. His 
body was later moved. to 
the Alton Cemetery near 
where the imposing Lovejoy 
Monument now stands, 

The Cherry Mine disaster in 
which 259 men died was the 
costliest mine accident in Illi- 
nois history. 

The St. Paul 
begun operating 
Cherry (in northeast 
County in 1905. 

On the Saturday morning of 
the disaster, 484 men had re- 
ported for work but some had 
left. before early afternoon 
when a fire started 

Six bales of hay were being

The first of four notable 
November dates in the lift of 
Abraham Lincoln was his wed- 
ding day, Nov. 4, 1842. 


Lincoin and Mary Todd were 
married in the Springfield res 
idence of Ninian W, Edwards 
by the Rev. Charles Dresser, 
the Episcopal minister who 
later sold them their home. | 
Mrs. Lincoln and Mrs. Edwards 
were sisters. 

Two more of Lincoln's No-| 
vember events were the Pres- 
idential election days of 1860 
(Nov. 6) and 1864 (Nov. 8). He 
spent most of the earlier day in 
the governor's office at the Old 
State Capitol in Springfield. 

Lincoln’s fourth notable 

November date was Nov. 

19, 1863, when he delivered 

the Gettysburg Address. 

He had been invited by Judge 
David Wills of Gettysburg to 
dedicate the national cemetery 
with a “few appropriate re- 
marks.” | 

He returned to Washington | 
suffering from a mild form of 
smallpox, called ‘‘varioloid,” 
which put him under a semi- 
quarantine for nearly three 
weeks. 

He remarked about it that 
“now I have something I can 
give everybody.”

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Root Pruning Slows 
Growth of Trees 


By WAYNE B. SIEFERT 

Root pruning is a method of 
slowing the growth of trees and 
shrubs by cutting the roots with 
a sharp spade. 

Some trees and shrubs re-| 
quire persistant prunning to 
control size. Have you observed 
that pruning an ornamental tree 
seems to stimulate the tree and 
create a bigger problem? Root 
pruning will slow the growth 
of any tree or shrub, depending 
‘on the amount of roots that are | 
cut-off. | 

For best results, cut the roots 
at a point about two-thirds the 
distance to the nds of bran- 
ches. Use a sharp spade to cut 
a ring ten inches deep around 
the tree or shrub. Be sure to 
cut every root within the 10” 
depth. 

March or April is the best 
time to accomplish this man- 
agement practice. Do not ferti- 
lize the tree. This pri 
works best whem combined with 
modest prunning to 
older wood and lower the pro- 
file. Root Prunning can be re- 
peated every two or ‘three 
years. 

By mid-summer your speci- | 
men will generate enough new | 
roots to sustain it through a 
normal dry season. A reduction 
of growth and heavy flowering | 
are normal events for three to 
four years. Occasional heaw 
watering in an August drought 
may be necessary.

At these hearings everyone will 
have a chance to present testi- 
mony. Their testimony will be- 
come part of a written record 
io be considered by the pollu- 
tion control board in reaching 
a decision on the proposed reg- 
ulations. 

The meeting here on Dec. 7 
is not a hearing. Its purpose is 
to help livestock producers and 
anyone else interested to under- 
stand the proposed regulations. 
Such information will be especi-~ 
ally helpful to those who plan 
to testify at one of the hearings. 


At the conclusion of the hear- 
ings, the pollution control board 
will decide whether the regula- 
tions should be passed into law 
in their proposed state, passed 
as amended, or referred to the 
Institute of Environmental Qual 
ity for more research. 


Food production dees affect 
our environment, Changes in 
methods of handling livestock 
are among the major changes 
which have occurred in agricul- 
ture.

Usually does, too. 

Sharon K. Marsh, the attrac- 
tive. young woman who heads 
up the state’s county fair pro- 
grams as superintendent of the 
division of county fairs in the 
department of agriculture, feels 
the variety may be part of the 
reason county fair business is 
actually increasing year by 
year. 

In Illinois, the first county 
fair was held in Cole county in 
1841. By 1885 Coles county had 
2,015 fair entries. In 1972, Coles 
county attracted 3,192 entries, 
in a space age when those 
who've never been charmed by 
a fair maintain the events are 
outdated and overdue for re- 
tirement. - 

In the last year, Illinoig actu- 
ally has gained two new gounty 
fairs, bringing the total to 103. 
These, plus 102 4-H shows, 35 
vocational agricultural section 
fairs, and seven fairs and expo- 
sitions which also fall into Mrs. 
Marsh’s division, attracted 
seven million people last) year. 
(The division also includes Mc- 
Cormick Place in Chicago, but 
that’s a long way from a coun- 
ty fair.)

eted ribbon still win something 
valuable—experience 

There is litle vandalism at 
county fairgrounds. ‘When 
you've worked hard, without 
pay, to fix something up, you 
aren’t going to damage it,’ she 

What there is, is usually 
traceable to outside visitors, not 
participants: 

“We just had our first re- 
ported incident with dope on a 
county fair grounds this sum 
mer,” she adds. The pusher 
was tracked down, nabbed and 
held for police by a Midway 
“carnie.” 


Attendance Growing 


When county fairs first start- 
ed in Illinois, jn the mid-1890's, 
they each got jabout $100 in aid 
from the state. Today, only 
nine counties in Illinois don’t 
fnave county |fairs (including 
Mrs. Marsh's \native Woodford 
county), and |thete are 4,717 
acres and property valued at 
better than $15 million involved 
Attendance in |recent years has 
been growing at a steady 4% a 
year. 

Since premiums haven't gone 
up a lot in a century, while 
costs of producing, transport- 
ing, and showing an entry defi- 
nitely have, Mrs. Marsh is sure 
people aren’t taking part for 
the profit, though money won 
and saved hag helped many a 
youngster through college.

Springfield — With the end of 
Mental Retardation Month ap- 
proaching, the state department 
of mental health has released 
some overall figures reflecting 
dramatic changes in attitudes 
in caring for the retarded, 

Ina little more than a decade, 
according to department 
spokesmen, the whole concept 
of care for the retarded has 
shifted from passive ‘“‘ware- 
housing” in huge institutions to 
active training programs in 
sheltered facilities, suburban 
ranch houses and even at home 

In 1969 in Illinois, for in- 
stance, there were 59 cent- 
ers serving 3,800 persons. 

This year, there are 107 
centers serving 9,000 per- 
sons. 

Funding for these pro- 
grams has risen in that 
time from $1.9 million to 
$12.7 million. : 

Private facilities have 
been incorporated into the 
program, under special pur- 
chase-of-care arrangements, 
so that 1,000 persons who 
once would have remained 
indefinitely in state hospital 
wards can now live in more 
normal, independent  sur- 
roundings. 

As a result of the trend, pop- 
ulation figures at state facili; 
ties have dropped—from 3,7: 
in 1969 at Lincoln to 2,283 today, 
for example or from 3,850 at 
Dixon State School in 1969 to 
2,589 today. 

During the ‘last few years| 
patient-staff ratio has drastical; 
ly improved, the department 
says. 

In 1960, there were almost 27 
employes in the department for 
each 100 patients. By 1968, the 
figure had risen to nearly 69 
employes for each 100 

Last year, it rose to 109 em> 
ployes per 100 patients—a little 
better than one for each pat 
tient. This year, it will soar to 
more than 121 employes fof 
each 100 patients

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Domestic Steel 
Shipments Rise 


Domestic steel shipments 
rose for the second straight 
month during September, ac- 
cording to American Iron and 
Steel Institute, 


U. S. producers sent their 
customers 7,929,000 tons of mill 
products during the month, a 
gain from August's total of 
7,805,000 tons. 


The September 1972 _ship- 
ments figure is in marked con- 
trast to the same month of last 
year, when they. totaled only 
4,522,000 tons. At that time, 
steel consumers were working 
down inventories built up ear- 
lier in the year in anticipation 
of a possible nationwide steel 
strike which never occurred. 


Through the first nine months 
of 1972, domestic stecl ship- 
ments had reached 67,379,000 
tons. During the same period 
of 1971, they totaled 70,128,000 
tons. 

Domestic steel industry em- 
ployment declined slightly dur- 
ing September, but remained 
well ahead of its comparable 
1971 level. 


AISI reported that A86,480 
persons were working for steel 
companies in the United States 
during this September, a slight 
drop from the 489,949 persons 
on industry payrolls during Au- 
gust. However, in September 
of last year, industry employ- 
ment totaled only 431,904 per- 
sons. 

During September 1972, the 
nation’s steelmakers paid out 
$496,171,000 in wages and sal- 
aries to their employes. This 
raised the total of such pay- 
ments through the first nine 
months -of this year to 
$4,316,100,000. 

Total emplovment costs per 
hour by hourly employes was 
$7.28 in September 1972, com- 
pared with a $6.26 average for 
1971. Corts of emnlove benefits 
included in the total (pensions, 
insurance, supplemental unem- 
ployment benefits, the non-pi 
roll portion of savings and 
cation plan costs and legally 
required payroll taxes) are 
partly estimated 


Enough Soybeans to Meet 
Demand is U.S. Problem 


biggest problem the 
American soybean industry 
fates right now is producing 
enough soybeans next year to 
meet the demand,” Laurel C 
Meade, general sales manager, 
Export Marketing Service, U. S. 
Department of Ag 
Illinois soybean producers this 
month in Chicago. 

‘The huge world demand for 
protein feedstuffs is keeping 
soybeans moving at a record 
clip,” Meade said in addressing 
the annual meeting of the Land 
of| Lincoln Soybean Association 
“Prospects are that demand 
for soybeans will continue to 
grow, and that we will be able 
tol sell more beans at good 
prices.”” 

‘The Land of Lincoln Soy- 
bean Association held its ses: 
sion in conjunction wtih the an- 
nual meeting of the Illinois 
Agricultural Association in Chi- 
cago's Sherman House. 

The real boom in soybean de 
mand has come from foreign 
cduntries, Meade states, as ex- 
ports for this marketing year 
are estimated at a record 500 
million bushels, § 
elk more than last year, 
oping technical assistance pro- 
giams and trade services with 
Japan, Taiwan and several Eu- 
rdpean countries boosted 
demand. 

Better Trade Relations 

Improved trade relations with 
Russia, China and other Iron 
Curtain nations’ will keep de- 
mand strong in _ long-term 
trades. Foreign market devel- 
opment also has significantly 
added to overseas soybean 
success, as U. S, soybean pro- 
ducers have what Meade calls 
“the soundest and most effec- 
tive market development pro- 
grams ever conducted by an 
agricultral group.”” 

In spite of current strong de- 
mand, Meade cautioned there 
afe several factors that would 
clit into the soybean’s market 
potential “‘if we force our pros- 
pective customers to look hard 
enough for them.” If Ameri- 
cans cannot offer a sufficient 
sipply of soybeans at attractive 
prices than overseas buyers 
will encourage soybean gowers

Hollywood—A_once-successful 
Hollywood burglar (if you can 
call a man who did 17 years in 
stir “‘successful”) says his kind 
is almost extinct. 

The days — or, rather, the 
nights—when a dedicated sec- 
ond story man could lift $22,500 
at Leo Carillo's in a matter of 
minutes are no more. 

Credit cards and paste gems 
have so completely replaced 
the cash and genuine sparklers 
which formerly crammed Bev- 
erly Hills and Bel-Air wall safes 
that professional burglars are 
going the way of the Rocky 
Mountain big horn. 

Duke, the ex-burglar of my 
acquaintance, explains: 

“The only professional bur- 

rs working now are those 
commissioned to steal certain 
things. Most burglaries now 
ire committed by amateurs, by 
«ids trying to raise a little 
money or by people into drugs. 

“And they are dangerous. 

“A professional burglar won't 
hurt anybody if he can help it. 
I never went into a house 
armed. In addition to that, a 
pro will have studied the house 
and picked his escape route be- 
fore going in. So he won't panic 
like an amateur. 

Amateur Dangerous 

“Its the amateur, especially 
the one on drugs, who'll kill 
somebody if he’s taken by sur- 
prise. If you hear a burglar in 
your house, try to pretend that 
you're asleep. 

“Don’t let him know that you 
have seen him.’ 

Duke gave up his

His talent was 
for burglary, and Hollywood in 
the 1940s was an ideal place for 
its exercise. 

“By the time I statted bur- 
glarizing the homes of movie 
stars,” Duke says, “I'd learned 
to take only cash and jewelry. 
When I first started out as a 
burglar, I took big stuff, but I'd 
learned that you'd be |lucky to 
get $500 from a fence for a 
$12,000 mink coat. 

“Besides, a burglar can’t put 
a mink coat in his pocket, and, 
if police in Beverly Hills see a 
man walking down the street 
late at night carrying) a silver 
tea service or furs, they are go- 
ing to stop him.” 

Party Crasher 

Of the various schemes he 
employed to rob the stars, one 
of his favorite began with par- 
ty crashing. 

I'd find out when a star was 
going to have a patty,” he 
says. “Then I'd dress like a 
guest and go. Outside the door, 
I'd strike up a conversation 
with people who were invited, 
and, as they went in, |I'd walk 
in with them. I was never 
stopped or questioned once. 

“Inside, I'd find out where 
kept thei wraps. 
Then I'd go through! evening 
bags and pockets looking for 
names and addresses. | 

“T never took anything from 
the party except names and ad- 
dresses of people there.” 

Since a person at the party 
couldn't possibly be at |home at 
the same time, Duke,| through 
checking identifications, _ac- 
quired a handy list |of resi 
dences ripe for immedjate bur- 
glary. 

Thus equipped, he sometimes 
went directly from the jparty to 
the home of one of the guests to 
clean it of cash and jéwelry.

Vital, Group 


Without the development of 
businesses run by minority 
group members, inner cities 
will continue to be looked on as 
tax burdens, Arthur Williams, 
assistant director of minority 
business enterprises for the 
U. S. Department of om- 
merce, said Tuesday at a con- 
ference of black affirmative. ac- 
tion officers from throughout 
the nation. 

Speaking on the Southern 
Illinois University at Edwards- 
ville campus, Williams said vi- 
able minority -run businesses 
can develop an economic base 
in depressed areas of cities and 
such development could be the 
stimulus for long-term improve- 
ments in the quality of life. 

“Our office exists to help pro- 
vide equal access to financial 
resources for prospective entre- 
preneurs at the loca level,” Wil- 
liams noted. 

He said the” federal govern- 
ment is working with the pri- 
vate sector and with higher ed- 
ucation to make the develop- 
ment of minority businesses a 
reality. 

“Minority firms have 
been unable to make signif- 
icant inroads into the large 
corporate marketplace,” 
Williams said, “This can 
change with help from the 
private and public sectors.” 
There are many ways to rem- 

edy the situation, he said, in- 
cluding provisions in corporate 
affirmative action programs 
that require corporations to buy 
necessary goods from minority- 
run businesses. 

Williams said efforts by gov- 
ernment and the private sector 
cannot succeed unless minority 
group entrepreneurs are dedi- 
cated to the task of making 
their businesses succeed. 

“There’s no such thing as a 
40-hour week when. you're talk- 
ing about developing a viable 
minority business,” he said. “It 
takes a lot more to bridge the 
gap of economic development.” 

There are several key rea- 
sons why minority business en- 
terprise makes sense, Williams 
said: It is profitable for the 
local community; it helps the 
national economy; and it serves 
a large, growing market of mi- 
nority group consumers.

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Tax Freeze Delay Likely --to Avoid 
Gov. Ogilvie Taking Credit for It 


Springfield — Illinois home- 
owners anticipating early tax 
relief may be in for a disap- 
pointment. They may have to 
wait quite a while. 

If local real estate taxes are 
to be frozen at 1972 levels and 
rebates made next year, the 
Illinois legislature is going to 
have to act at the special ses- 
sion now under way in conjunc- 
tion with the regular-recessed 
1972 session. 

It is far from certain that it 
will. 

His senses still dulled from 
that barrage of campaign ora- 
tory, the average citizen might 
feel that — with all the recent 
candidates aparently in agree- 
ment — a tax freeze and result- 
ing relief would be automatic 

Not so,

Ma people beneath the 
Statehouse Dome believe this is 
exactly what is going to hap- 
pen. 

The original tax freeze pro- 
posal announced by Republican 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie in Oc- 
tober is a relatively simple one 

It would provide for a general 
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freeze on taxes to be collected 
by local governments and 
school districts. The bills could 
be no more than the 1972-prop- 
erty tax bills that will be issued 
as usual in April and) May of 
next year. 

The freeze would| extend 
through January 1, 1977. It 
would also provide for rebates 
of up to 20% because of the re- 
cently enacted federal revenue 
sharing program. 

But this plan does [not suit 
Democratic Governor-elect Dan- 
iel Walker. During the cam 
paign, he blasted the Ogilvie 
proposal as a political hoax. 

He charged it would discrimi- 
nate against small homeowners 
and apartment renters, and 
give windfall profits to large 
real estate developers. 

At his Chicago press confer- 
ence, Walker repeated _ his 
earlier criticism and said he 
will support immediate tax 
freeze legislation only if it pro- 
vides more relief to small 
homeowners. 

Walker has offered no speci 
fic plan of his own and appar- 
ently does not intend to do so 
at the special, lame-duck ses- 
sion, He did say he will accept 
any “fair” plan, 

The Statehouse view is 
that Walker was surprised 
at widespread press criti- 
ism that he intends to take 
an active role in the legisla- 
tive session while still only 
governor-elect.

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Washable Toys for Tots

Why is it that most children 
will cajole and beg for a_ toy 
seen on ‘television or owned by 
a friend, and once it is his, 
will promptly ignore it? 

Why does a large packir 
provide hours of contented play 
for a child who has a toy chest 
and shelves chocked full of 
toys? 

Why 
about 
days 
see the toys so eagerly 
ed strewn about and disregard- 
ed as the youngsters resume 
play with an old favorite? 

Some answers may be 
toys are often purchased in 
haste and most children have 
more toys than they know what 
to do with. 

What is a toy? It is a play 
thing that should. delight a 
child. It should provide hours 
upon hours- of fun, This fun 
may be creative, instructive, 
imaginative, energy expanding, 
or relaxing; but it must be fun. 
For some children, a game with 
complicated rules isn’t fun. A 
puzzle with little pieces that go 
astray isn't fun, A stuffed ani- 
mal that soon looks shabby and 
can’t be washed isn’t fund. But 
what is a parent to do? 

Several Things to Do 

There are several things you 
can do. Shop carefully and 
avoid buying poorly-made toys 
Resist your children's pleas for 
toys that you know will soon 
bore them. This is perhaps the 
hardest to do and the Scrooge- 
like advice may seem out of 
keeping with the season. Yet 
in the long run, it will be the 
most effective means of assur- 
ing your children of the pleas- 
ures they can derive from the 
toys they do own. 

What type of toy 
buy? A toy should 
made, of durable 
safe, colorful; if it is to be 
packed away, the container 
should be sturdy. It is useless 
to ask a child to put a toy away 
if the box it is to be stored in 
falls apart after a few days 

A toy should be easily 
cleaned, either by immersing 
completely in sudsy water, or 
by scrubbing with a lathered 
‘Sponge. Most children over six 
are quite capable of taking on 
this “housekeeping” chore and 
will look forward to clean-up 
time. For the very young who 
taste and chew everything in 
sight, washable toys are a safe- 
guard for their health. 

Paints, crayons, and clay 
should be non-toxic with acci- 
dental stains and spills easily 
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removed. There’s not much fun 
to dabbling with water colors 
if a resulting spot on the wail 
or rug will put mother in a 
temper. 

Choose Wisely 

Children) at various ages re- 
quire different stimulation from 
toys and most toy departments 
offer a wide variety of play- 
things of fll ages. It is up to 
you to choose wisely. 

Children enjoy doing the 
things grown-ups do. Little 
girls, even boys, Jove to putter 
with’ pots. and pans. Regular 
muffin tins, cookie cutters and 
small saicepans are relative! 
inexpensiye and a child will d 
rive a gteat deal of pleasure 
from serying food made in the 
real thing 

Boys like to hammer, saw 
and nail things together. A 
sturdy wprkbench with regular- 
size tools will provide hours of 
contented and creative play 
Basic instructions on safety are 
a must,|and some supervision 
in the béginning is essential. 

A boy| given such tools will

Distribution

Springfield — Public informa- 
tional films, formerly available 
through the department of pub- 
lic health, are now being di: 
tributed by the state library in- 
stead. Sometimes. 

Initially, the decision was 
made several months ago that 
it would be more economical 
and more efficient to have one 
agency handle all the films ii 
stead of each department ci 
culating its own. After some 
consideration, the audiovisual 
section of the state library was 
selected to receive them — an 
expected grand total of 1,424. 

The department of mental 
health, however, decided to re- 
tain and administer its own col- 
lection and so several hundred 
of them went to the Learning 
Media Institute in Decatur for 
review, and where necessary 
repair. Some outdated films 
will be scrapped. The others 

ill be reorganized and re- 
evaluated 

Meanwhile, the mental health 
films have been withdrawn 
from public viewing, and pres- 
ently can be obtained only by 
department. facilities and by 
agencies which receive grants 
from the department. 

Twenty-five separate titles 
on drug abuse recently have 
been received by the Institute 
and these should be available 
to anyone in the state around 
the first of the year. 

For Restricted Groups 

Certain other drug abuse 
filmg are available only to re- 
stricted groups since some pro- 
fessional training is required 
for them. 

When the rest are made 
available to a wider audience is 
undecided but the Institute has 
‘no intention of turning any of 
them over to the state library 
a spokesman said. 

The state library also doesn’t 
have the medical self-help civil 
defense films which the public 
health department used to han- 
die. These, a public health 
spokesman said, were feedral 
films and could not be turned 
over to the library. Instead,

Public 
health has reportedly said it 
will try to trace them if they 
fail to turn up by themselves. 

Meanwhile the other 1,200

These are not your usual 
three-minute -and - on - to - the- 
next-piece recordings.

First on |the $14,- 
735,590 budget request list is an 
addition to the campus steam 
generating plant. 

Planning funds requested for 
the School of Law total] $106,640. 
The two-story building will be 
designed to accommadate 450 
students, expected School of 
Law capacity by 1978. 

A pre-plan statement devel- 
oped with law school dean 
Hiram Lesar calls for a 96,000 
square foot structure, |of which

A request that the Granite

Pretended injuries to 
speech and art students, real- 
istically simulated with make- 
up-from the high school thea- 
ter department, ranged from 
lacerations and burns to two 
maternity cases. 

The hospital went into its 
Master Disaster Plan which is 


automatically appuied when 15 
one mishap. 

At the hospital, 
were classified according 
their injuries as they were tak- 
en from the three Mercer am- 
bulances. 

Color tags were attached to 
each patient, the color indicat- 
ing whether each was to re- 
ceive emergency room, trau- 
ma, first-aid burn, fracture or 
x-ray treatment. 

First aid was given on the 
spot td those with serious 
wounds before they were tak 
en into the hospital. 

Die During Treatment 

One student was sified 
“dead on arival’”’ at the hos- 
pital and two supposedly died 
during treatment. Of those re- 
maining, 14 were ‘admitted’ to 
the hospital and seven were re- 
leased following treatment 

The drill was the first since 
the new facilities in the Doc- 
tors’ Wing of the Hospital have 
been in use. It also was the 
first drill since Bernard T 
Pinney, was appointed director 
of safety and security for the 
hospital. Pinney is the first full- 
time safety officer here. 

With the new hospital wing in 
use, numerous changes from 
the previous drills were made.
